P ASSERS-BY did a 
double take on the 
Woodberry Down 
Estate as a live 
emergency exercise played 
out on 26 March. 

The fictitious scenario 
of a fire in a block of flats 
in Nicholl House tested 
the emergency plans of 
the Council, London Fire 
Brigade, Hackney Police, 
Ambulance services and 
Homerton hospital. 
Residents were pre- warned 
of the exercise before it 
took place. 

Each organisation has 
a plan to deal with an 


emergency in the borough 
and the exercise ensured 
those plans work together. 
It tested equipment and 
procedures, and people 
were also evacuated from 
their homes and taken 
to rest centres. 

Around 40 
volunteers and 
police cadets 
took part and 
a significant 
number of 
emergency 
services 
personnel 
also 

participated 


throughout the exercise. 
Theatrical make-up was 
used by the volunteers 
playing victims to make the 
scenario more realistic. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Crime, Sustainability and 
Customer Service, 
explained: “We 
always hope we 
never need to use 
our emergency 
procedures but 
it’s important 
that we plan 
for the 
worst whilst 
hoping for 
the best. 

“Exercises 
like this one 
help the 


Council and the emergency 
services so that they 
can respond safely and 
effectively to an emergency 
if we need to.” 

Sonia Davis, chief 
inspector for Hackney’s 
Operations, added: “I 
would like to thank our 
cadets for their support 
throughout this exercise. 
This exercise has given both 
cadets and police officers 
an insight into how the 
emergency services come 
together and support each 
other when dealing with 
serious incidents. 

“Planning for emergencies 
is crucial; if it ever happens 
we will able to deal with the 
situation far more effectively 
as a result of this exercise.”

New homes for Shoreditch 

PLANS for new family homes for social renting and shared 
ownership in Shoreditch have been approved as part of a 
borough-wide housing regeneration programme. 

A total of 72 new flats will be built at the site of St 
Leonard’s Court, just under half of which will be for social 
renting and shared ownership and with most of these 
of between two and four bedrooms. The existing block 
contains 64 flats, the majority being bedsits or one- 
bedroom flats, which will be demolished. 

The Council will make use of the funds raised through 
homes for sale at the site to not only help pay for the 
redevelopment, but also to provide more homes for social 
renting and shared ownership at other sites. 

Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, said: 
“Family-sized 
homes are needed 
more than ever, 
and this is one of 
several schemes 
that replace 
outdated housing.”

Avoid unlicenced medicines 

RESIDENTS are advised to steer clear of unlicenced 
medicines and illegal skin lightening products because 
they as they are potential health risks. 

During a visit to Obaako, 1 18 Ridley Road, Trading 
Standards officers confiscated illegal prescription drugs 
including Penicillin, Ampicillin and Amoxicillin. 

Skin lightening products Caro Light, Skin Light and Rapid 
Clair were also confiscated. 

Tests carried out found that the skin lightening 
products contained a dangerous banned substance, 
hydroquinone, which causes serious side-effects. 
Consumers are advised to carefully 
check the ingredients in cosmetic 
products before purchasing.

Sign the online petition for 85 more police officers in the borough 
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THE Council has launched 
a campaign calling for 
more police as the borough 
faces losing 85 officers. 

The Mayor of London’s 
Office for Policing and 
Crime (MOPAC) has 
published its policing and 
crime plan, confirming 
£500million of cuts 
across the Met by 2015. 

As part of the plans, 
Hackney Police Station 


will close, the opening 
hours of Shoreditch 
Police Station will be cut 
and the borough’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams will 
be reduced to one sergeant, 
one PC and one PCSO. 

In 2010 Hackney had 
770 police officers. The 
total planned for 2015 is 
685, but it is already below 
that and predicted to fall to 
as few as 600.

to educate older residents, 
as part of a campaign to 
increase fraud awareness in 
the borough. 

More than 65 people 
signed up for the ‘Safe and 
Secure in Stoke Newington’ 
event on 19 March, which 
was also designed as a 
training opportunity for 
carers and professionals that 
work with older residents. 

Paul Szemerej, station 
commander of Stoke 
Newington Fire Station, 
started the morning by 
introducing the free home 
fire safety visit programme 
and demonstrated a smoke 
alarm. He said: “Get it. 
Install it. Check it. It could 
save your life.” 


Safe and Secure’s anti- 
fraud programme consisted 
of four workshops over 
the morning that tackled a 
wide array of fraud crimes. 
The Dedicated Cheque and 
Plastic Crime Unit provided 
residents with advice 
to reduce their chances 
of becoming victims of 
crime, including covering 
their PIN numbers at cash 
machines and storing their 
card issuers’ details in their 
mobile phones should an 
incident occur. 

Trading Standards also 
held a workshop that used 
a role-play scenario to show 
attendees how to correctly 
handle rogue traders and to 
inform them of the tactics 
often used to ensure a sale. 
The overriding slogan was 
‘If you’re unsure, don’t open 
the door.’ 

Identity theft, derided as 
the UK’s fastest-growing 
crime, was also highlighted

of sensitive letters. 

A second round of 
workshops was led by 
Metropolitan Police 
unit Operation 
Sterling, warning 
residents of the 
growing risk of 
telephone scams 
by organised 
criminal gangs. 

Operation 
Sterling 
challenged 
attendees 
to detect 
scam mail by 


examining copies of actual 
letters received by victims 
of mass marketing fraud. 
The unit also targeted 
notifications of large lottery 
prize wins as potentially 
fraudulent, where

The morning’s business 
was rounded off with a 
buffet lunch in the church 
hall and the celebration of 
92-year-old Ambrozine 
Mathews’s birthday, which 
coincided with the event. 

Matthew Horne, Borough 
Commander and Hackney 
Chief Superintendent, was 
pleased with the outcome of 
the event. He said: “Events 


such as these allow us to 
come together to listen to 
the concerns of Hackney’s 
older residents. Their 
wisdom and memories of 
the borough remind us what 
a privilege it is to police 
this borough. Being able 
to provide practical advice 
and help is what policing 
Hackney is all about.”

Chizoma Campbell, a 
youth worker involved in 
the project from the not- 
for-profit organisation 
Voice of Youth, said: “The 
project brought the young 
community together. They 
were very opinionated, 
open and willing to help 


make a difference to their 
community.” 

Chair of Hackney Homes 
Board Rupert Tyson MBE 
added: “It’s great to see 
our young people diligently 
applying themselves and 
getting involved with issues 
that matter to them about 
where they live. We continue 
to work closely with our 
young residents to hear their 
views and their suggestions 
for future improvements.”

More grants up for grabs for 
community social projects 

THE Council has launched its second round of small 
grants for local voluntary and community sector (VCS) 
organisations to support projects for residents, after 
having already allocated almost £2.5million this year. 

The Council’s VCS grants programme allocates between 
£1 ,000 and £5,000 each to groups for projects that 
contribute to Hackney’s sustainable community strategy 
objectives, including promoting work opportunities; raising 
educational achievement and aspirations; helping to 
make Hackney safer; developing good neighbourhoods; 
supporting environmental sustainability; and promoting 
health, well-being and independent living. 

A total of £55,000 is available for this final round of small 
grants for 2013/14. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health, Social 
Care and Culture, said: “The Council is fully supportive 
of the excellent work delivered by its voluntary and 
community sector, who provide support for so many of 
our residents. 

“I’m delighted that despite economic difficulties we have 
been able to continue to offer funds to support this 
crucial work.”

Government drive to reduce welfare bill affects benefits system 


NATIONAL changes 
to Housing Benefit and 
Council Tax Benefit 
systems came into effect 
on 1 April to help cut the 
country’s welfare bill. 

Housing Benefit now 
pays for only one bedroom 
per person or couple of 
working age in Hackney 
Homes or housing 
association homes. 

A spare bedroom 


is regarded as under- 
occupation, and payments 
are cut by 14 per cent 
per week for one extra 
bedroom, and 25 per cent 
per week for two or more - 
though those over Pension 
Credit age are not affected. 

An extra bedroom is 
allowed where children 
cannot share due to severe 
disability, where the other 
sibling would be disturbed 


if they shared a room. A 
child aged under 16 is 
otherwise expected to share 
with another child of the 
same gender, while children 
under 10 are expected to 
share regardless of gender. 

A bedroom for 
a non-resident I 

carer is 
permitted 
where 
the carer 


provides overnight care to a 
person with disabilities. 

Approved foster carers 
will be allowed an extra 
room for a foster child, 
whether or not a child has 
been placed with them, 
so long as in the last 12 
_! months they have 

fostered a child or 
have become an 
approved carer. 





Adult children 


who are in the armed forces 
but who continue to live 
with parents will also still 
be allowed a room. 
COUNCIL Tax Benefit 
was abolished on 1 
April and Council Tax 
Reduction was established 
in its place. 

Working-age claimants 
will have to pay at least 15 
per cent of their Council 
Tax, regardless of income; 


will no longer be eligible 
for Second Adult Rebate; 
and will have the amount 
of weekly income they 
can earn before it affects 
entitlement frozen at last 
year’s levels.

The Edge, the last of 
five new Council youth 
centres, will be closely 
linked with enterprise. A 
recent scheme gave young 
people the opportunity 


to train in basic business 
skills so they could start 
up their own commercial 
window cleaning business. 

Young people and 
families found out more 
about what The Edge has to 
offer, and took part in taster 
sessions including drama, 
boxing, dance, Olympic 
and Paralympic sports and 
music production. Young 
people also showcased their 


talents with performances 
including singing, dancing 
and spoken word. 

The £5million investment 
in the new youth centres 
was funded through the 
Myplace scheme and the 
Council, following an initial 
funding bid by a group of 
13 to 19-year-olds, who 
went on to help design the 
centres. In their bid they 
said they wanted to get 
young people off street 
corners and into youth 
clubs; to change negative 
perceptions they thought 
people have of Hackney 
and young people within

I F you’re walking 
anywhere in Hackney 
with Adam Deacon, 
add half an hour to your 
journey time. Everywhere 
the actor, director and 
rapper goes he is mobbed 
by young people waving 
smart phones, desperate for 
a photo with the Hackney- 
born star. 

“I don’t mind it,” he 
shrugs. “Especially not in 
Hackney. You meet these 
young people who say 
‘I’ve grown up watching 
you’ or they tell me they 
voted for me at the Baftas 
and it’s inspiring - it keeps 
you going. I like it that one 
moment I can be at the 
Baftas and the next I’m 
back in town on an estate in 
Woodberry Down.” 

The last few years 
have been something of 
a whirlwind for Adam. 

Since finding fame in the 
acclaimed ‘Kidulthood’, he 
went on to co-write, direct 


and star in ‘Anuvahood’. 

His achievements earned 
him the prestigious Bafta 
‘Rising Star’ award in 
February 2012, and last 
December he co-hosted the 
Mobo music awards. 

While his peers might be 
sipping bubbly in exclusive 
members clubs, Adam is 
happier sticking to East 
London, around the people 
he grew up with. “There can 
be negativity about people 
from East London, but 
when I look around there 
are so many positive things 
going on and so many 
characters, especially 
in Hackney. 

“With ‘Anuvahood’ I 
wanted to get that fun side 
of living in Hackney out 
there, to show how when 
you’ve got all of these 
cultures living together it 
can be a lot of fun. 

“I feel blessed to come 
from Hackney and have the 
people of Hackney as my 


background; it feeds into 
my acting and my writing 
- it’s all happened because 
of the things I’ve seen, the 
characters I’ve met - if I was 
from a different area I don’t 
think I’d have that.” 

Things haven’t always 


been easy for Adam. After 
leaving home at 15, he lived 
in a hostel and saved up 
money for acting classes in 
the evenings after school. 

He credits his drama teacher 
at Stoke Newington School 
for encouraging him to get 


involved in acting. 

Now 30, Adam is keen 
to inspire young people 
himself. He enjoys speaking 
at local schools and earlier 
this month he opened a new 
Council youth centre The 
Edge, in Woodberry Down. 

“When I was growing up 
we’d have people coming 
into our school to try to 
motivate us but we couldn’t 
relate to them. We’d think 
‘you’re not like us’,” he said. 
“I just want young people 
to realise that, if they work 
hard and keep trying, they 
can do anything they want 
to do. 

“Look at people like 
Professor Green and 
Labrinth - they’re from 
estates in Hackney, too, but 
they’re some of the biggest 
names out there.” 

Adam says Hackney 
today is a very different 
place to the borough he 
grew up in. “Hackney’s 
changed massively - it looks 


brighter, it looks better. If 
you wake up and every day 
you’re seeing run-down 
buildings, it has an impact 
on how you feel. 

“The changes are having 
a positive impact on the 
way people - especially 
young people - feel about 
themselves. You see events 
like the opening of the 
park and the youth centre 
and there’s no trouble - 
everyone’s smiling and 
the community comes 
together.” 

Adam’s currently working 
on some music projects and 
is writing more comedy 
scripts. He’s also shooting a 
new action film, ‘Montana’, 
in Hackney alongside actor 
and former So Solid Crew 
member Ashley Walters. 

And when he’s not 
working? “I spend a lot of 
time in Wetherspoons on 
Mare Street and Dalston 
Nandos, “ he laughs. “All 
the glamorous places!”

All your green 
questions answered 

Q. I’m not sure whether I’m able to recycle clothes 
and batteries. I think they were okay for green boxes 
but the leaflets I have say that they can’t 
be put in green sacks. Is this right? 

A. Batteries and textiles can still be 
recycled in Hackney, but the Council 
not collect them in green sacks. 

Batteries can be recycled in many 
places around Hackney, including in 
most supermarkets. The Council alsc 
has collection points for batteries to be recycled in 
all Hackney libraries. 

Textiles and shoes are collected for recycling by charities 
at public recycling banks in Hackney. To find out where 
your nearest recycling bank is, visit: www.hackney. 
gov.uk/recycling. 

To get more from your unwanted clothes you can re-use 
them - either by putting your sewing skills to good use 
and making something new from old clothes - or by 
swapping items from your wardrobe with your friends 
and family. 

Swapping old clothes in this way is called ‘swishing’ 
and many people choose to hold parties where everyone 
brings good quality clothing that they no longer want so 
that they can swap and pick up some new items for their 
wardrobe for free.

Send less to landfill to save on services 


News in brief 


ESIDENTS are 
encouraged to do 
their bit to help 
increase recycling 
and reduce other waste, as 
taxes on rubbish sent to 
landfill were increased on 
1 April. 

Due to a rise of £8 per 
tonne, the Council now 
has to pay a tax of £72 for 
each tonne of waste sent 
to landfill. North London 
produces 850,000 tonnes 
of waste each year - at 
current recycling rates this 
would cost £13.1 million 
in landfill tax for 
2013/14, arise of 
£l.5million on last 
year’s prices. 

As well as 
avoiding landfill 
tax, recyclables are 
valuable and can be 


sold on. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “By 
recycling more and sending 
less to landfill we can save 
money, which can then 
be used to protect other 
Council services. 

“If residents take part 
and use the recycling 
services provided we can 
make a vital ecological 
and financial impact for 
Hackney’s 
future.” 

On 1 March 
the Council 
introduced a 
new green 
sack recycling 
scheme to make 
collections 
easier for 
residents. This 





should also help boost the 
borough’s recycling rate 
from 24 per cent in order 
to help reach North 
London’s shared 2020 
target of 50 per cent. 

As well as the green sack 
collections for residents 
in on-street properties 
and flats above shops, 
communal recycling 
schemes operate on estates. 
Many residents also have 


garden and food waste 
collections for recycling. 

Between January and 
March, recycling advisers 
visited 46,892 households 
to explain changes to 
recycling collections and to 
answer residents’ questions. 

More than 89 per cent 
of those spoken to said 
they already recycle, with 
just 8.6 per cent saying they 
did not.

T WO members of 
Hackney Youth 
Parliament (HYP) 
have been elected 
to represent local young 
people on a national scale. 

Members of the borough’s 
youth forums voted for Ife 
Grillo and Zafar Alibhai to 
represent them on the UK 
Youth Parliament (UKYP). 

Nine young people, aged 
11 to 19, put themselves 
forward for the positions. 
They all wrote manifestos, 
which were printed 
anonymously so that votes 
were cast purely on the 
strength of their pledges. 

Zafar, 16, a pupil at 
The Petchey Academy, 


promised to tackle negative 
perceptions of young people 
in the media. He also wants 
to see tax breaks for young 
entrepreneurs, help for the 
young unemployed and 
opportunities for young 
offenders to turn their lives 
around for the better. 

He said: “I hope to end 
the stereotypical views that

The service, delivered 
in partnership with St 
Joseph’s Hospice, E8, 
sends trained volunteers to 
the homes of people with 
terminal illnesses to provide 
emotional and practical 
support, free of charge. The 


volunteers help reduce the 
social isolation faced by 
terminally ill people. 

The service also provides 
short respite for carers and 
families, and signposts to 
information about relevant 
local services. 

In the past year, Marie 
Curie Helper volunteers 
have provided over 425 
hours of support to 24 
terminally ill people and 


their families. 

The one-year milestone 
was marked at an event on 
20 March at St Joseph’s 
Hospice on Mare Street, 
where residents supported 
by the service, referrers and 
volunteers came together to 
share their experiences and 
celebrate the success of the 
service’s first year. 

Patricia Alexander, 
who has been matched 


with Marie Curie Helper 
volunteer Christine since 
March 2012, said: “The 
Helper service has made 
a big difference to me. I 
feel if I need any help I’ve 
only got to ask. Christine is 
someone to talk to and my 
best friend.”

- which today contains the 
remains of Sir Robert and 
Lady Geffrye that were 
removed from the chapel of 
St Dionis Backchurch when 
it was demolished in 1878. 

Each almshouse consisted 
of four unfurnished rooms, 
which although plain were 
constructed from quality 
materials. Carpenter Robert 
Burford used ‘oake or 
good yellow firr, roofed 
the building with ‘good 
plain tyles with heart of 
oak lathes’ with windows 
glazed with ‘the best Castle 
glass’ and each door having 
‘a stoute lock, key and bolt 
and latch and good hinges’. 


When the building was 
first erected, Shoreditch 
was a pleasant rural area, 
mainly consisting of market 
gardens and nurseries, and 
the Ironmonger’s was soon 
joined to the north and 
south by almshouses for 
the Drapers Company and 
Frameknitters’ Company to 
its north and south. 

But by the early 20th 
century the area was badly 
overcrowded and rife 
with poverty and crime. 

The almshouse matron, 
Annie Young, complained 
in 1908 that ‘all kinds of 
objectionable rubbish were 
thrown over the wall . . . 

rows between 
men and women 
were constantly 
to be seen . . . 
and the children 
who ran about 
the yards seemed 
scarcely to 
be human.’ 

As a result, 
the Ironmongers 
felt that it

was time to sell the old 
Kingsland Road property 
and move its pensioners 
to somewhere more 
peaceful and healthy. A 
new location was found 
in Mottingham near 
Eltham, and local resident 
and surveyor George 
Hubbard built a new range 
of almshouses where the 
pensioners were moved to 
in 1911, and where they 
remained until moving to 
self-contained flats at Hook 
in Hampshire in 1972. The 
Mottingham almshouses 
are now private residences 
run by the Broomleigh 
Housing Association. 

Back in Shoreditch in 
the early 20th century, the 
original almshouses were 
threatened with destruction. 
The Peabody Trust had 
bought the site with a 
view to demolishing the 
old building and erecting 
15 tenement blocks in its 
place. Shoreditch Borough 
Council appealed to the 
London County Council 


(LCC) to intervene, as did 
the Metropolitan Public 
Gardens Association 
(MPGA), the National 
Trust, and members of the 
arts and crafts movement. 

The matter was debated 
in Parliament, with the 
president of the Local 
Government Board 
questioned over the 
proposed loss of ‘nearly 
an acre of which is planted 
with fine old trees, and 
has been laid out as a 
garden for 200 years’ and 
the Attorney General was 
asked to lodge an appeal to 
‘prevent the destruction of 
the last remaining garden 
city feature in an area where 
the density is 540 persons 
per acre. . .’ Eventually the 
value of the almshouses and 
its grounds was recognised 
and, in 1910, Shoreditch 
Council purchased the site 


I N his will of 1703, 

Sir Robert Geffrye 
directed that after 
provision had been 
made for certain charities 
the rest of his estate should 
go to the establishment of 
14 almshouses for ‘poor 
people of good character 
over the age of 56’. 

A building site in 
Shoreditch was purchased 
in March 1712 and the 
almshouses, run by the 
Ironmongers Company, 
were completed three years 
later at a cost of £4,500. In 
the centre stood a statue 
of Sir Robert, who was a 
Cornish merchant, former 
Lord Mayor of London and 
Master of the Worshipful 
Company of Ironmongers. 

To the front was a garden 
planted with 90 lime trees, 
with another 22 limes 
at the back, which were 
subsequently replaced with 
London planes, most of 
which still survive. A small 
graveyard was created at the 
north end of the building 


with financial assistance 
from the LCC and MPGA 
at a total cost of £34,289. 

In 1914 the building 
was transformed into 
the Geffrye Museum, 
showcasing the local 
furniture industry and 
named after its benefactor. 
Today the Geffrye is run 
by an independent 
trust and the 
original displays 
of furniture and 
panelled rooms 
have been greatly 
expanded to 
create a specialist 
collection telling 
the history of the 
English domestic 
interior through a series 
of 1 1 period rooms dating 
from 1600 to the present 
with one, number 14, 
restored to illustrate the 
living conditions of the 
original poor pensioners. 
The original almshouses 
are now a Grade I-listed 
building and have been 
sympathetically extended 
to create new galleries 
alongside a series of 
period garden rooms to 
complement the interiors.

Vegetable 
shepherd’s pie 

Makes 4-6 servings 


Preparation time 

15 mins 

Cooking time 

30 mins 


THIS issue’s recipe comes from Shoreditch Trust’s food programme, which works 
with members of the community to encourage affordable healthy eating, cooking 
skills and food knowledge. 

Claudia Manchanda, the Trust’s Healthy Eating Manager, says: “This is a hearty and 
delicious recipe ideal for the cold weather. You can use any spare vegetables you 
have for the mash topping, including butternut squash, pumpkin, turnips, sweet and 
ordinary potatoes. 

“Different coloured fruit and vegetables have different nutrients that help to keep you 
fit and healthy.” 


Ingredients 

For the filling: 

• 400g can of brown or green lentils 
(black beans or kidney beans also 
work well) 

•2 teaspoons olive oil 

•1 large onion (diced) 

•2 large carrots (peeled and diced) 

• 2 sticks celery (diced) 

• 2 tablespoons of fresh thyme 
(roughly chopped) 

•350ml low-sodium vegetable stock 

• 400g can of chopped tomatoes 

• 1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
(or Tabasco for vegetarians) 

For the topping: 

• 1 kg sweet potatoes (peeled and cut 
into chunks) 

• 25g butter 

•Black pepper 

•80g mature grated Cheddar cheese 


Method 

• Pre-heat the oven to 1 90°C/gas mark 5. 

• Wash the lentils and cover with water in a saucepan, 
bring to the boil and then leave to simmer until they 
reduce down to a thick paste. Beans need to be 
cooked on a hard boil for at least 1 5 minutes and 
should be mushy when cooked. Place to one side. 
Note: If using dried lentils, soak the lentils in cold 
water for 30 minutes. Dried beans will need to be 
soaked overnight. 

• Gently sautee the onions in the olive oil for 5 minutes. 
Add the carrots, celery and thyme and cook for 5 
minutes. Add the stock, tomatoes and Worcestershire 
sauce and simmer for 1 0 minutes. Add the lentils or 
beans, cover and simmer for another 1 0 minutes 

• Meanwhile, boil the sweet potatoes for 1 5 minutes 
until tender. Drain well, then mash with the butter and 
season with black pepper. 

• Pile the vegetable and lentil/bean mixture into a large 
dish, spoon the mash on top and sprinkle the cheese. 

• Bake in the oven for 20 minutes until golden and hot 
all the way through.
